SUMMARY FOR 24 HOURS. 

The French troops fighting 
southwest of Montdidier have 
turned upon the Germans in a 
violent attack and administered 
a severe defeat to the enemy 
over a front of about seven and 
a haif miles between Rubes- 
court and St. Maur, says the 


Associated Press. It was over 
this front that the French 
since Sunday's offensive began 


had held back the Germans 
from keeping pace with the ad- 
vance they were making from 
the center of the line south of 
Ressons-sur-Matz toward the 
Oise River, where the on- 
Slaughts of the invaders were 
met with a defense in man and 
gun power that brought to the 
Germans enormous casualties. 

The village of Belloy, Genlis 
wood and the heights rising be- 
tween Courcelles and Mortemer 
were recaptured by the French 
and in addition to the infliction 
of heavy casualties on the en- 
emy, Gen. Foch'’s men took 
more than a thousand prisoners 
and also captured guns.

ENEMY TO DRAW ON HIS RESERVES.

LONDON, June ii Nen Admiralty per Wireless Press.)

“In the M Noyon sector the enemy attack is meeting with 
so little success, in proportion to the heavy sacrifices he is making, that 
so far the engagement may undoubtedly be characterized as a consider- 
able Allied success. The French continue to hold stubbornly on both 
flanks at Ville, taking over 500 prisoners, a signal proof of the enemy’s 
disposition. 

“In the center the advance of about three miles forced by the first 
enemy onslaught was followed on the second day by a further advance 
of about ‘two miles on a still narrower front. But for these very limited 
and, so far, useless gains, the enemy has had to pay a price so heavy that 
he has at last been compelled to draw upon Prince Rupprecht’s till now 
jealously withheld reserves. This is a point of deep significance. 

“The enemy apparently anticipated a success as easy for him as that 
on the Aisne and he has been taught a severe lesson. Though he has @ 
temporary numerical superiority and the Initiative on the western front. 
yet even that is proving insufficient to overcome the determination of the 
Allied defense. Some ground will inevitably be gained by the enemy, and 
the salient at Noyon is becoming so acute as to necessitate a rectification of 
the line, but If the enemy is made to pay the same price as hitherto such 
transfer of ground will within limits be to the Allied advantage.” 

NATURE FIGHTING WITH ALJAED ARMIES. 
{BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.} 


WITH THE FRENCH ARMY IN FRANCE, June 11.—The difficulties 
confronting the enemy are very great in the nature of the country he has 
now entered in his new dPive. The terrain comprises sharp hills, deep val- 
leys and thick woods. Where his most pronounced progress has been 
made, in the center of the battle feld, the ground forms a sort of hollow 
through which runs the main road from Senlis to Roye and the Com- 
piegne-Roye Railroad. 

The Germans apparently are trying to Increase the rapidity of thet 
advance by entirely ignoring the losses they sustain, the object being to 
acquire possession of as much territory as possible before the Allies are 


able to stabilize the front. Each division seems to have received orders 
to go ahead heedless of what the others are accomplishing. 


GERMANS COME UNDER FIRE OF WLB. 

While attempting to do this, the Germans are coming under the 
of the Allied batteries and groups of machine guns, possess 
accurate ranges of all points. 

The fierce opposition offered by the Allied troops appears to have 
disconcerted the German high command, which expected to be able to 
reduce the Allied salient around Noyon much more easily. 

The enemy guns were very busy throughout yesterday and last night, 
but were well countered by the Allied artillery. In addition, the wind 
changed its direction and tens of thousands of poison gas shells fired by 
the Germans did more damage to themselves than to the Allies. 

Indications show that some of the enemy divisions which started the 
attack are already being withdrawn from the line, because of the sever- 
ity of their casualties, and are being replaced by fresh units. 


NEW BATTLE’S CHARACTER IS DIFFERENT. 


This new battle is entirely different in its characteristic features from 
either the offensive of March or that of May. The attack along the Mont- 
didier-Noyon line was no surprise for the Allies, and the German forces, 
although extrémely strong, have not submerged the defenders as in the 
case of the two former efforts. 

The armies are fighting it foot by foot and it cannot be claimed up 
to this writing that the enemy has gained any definite advantage, deapite 
the fact of the indentation he has made in the Allied line. This was a 
very natural result under the tremendous smash.

H. F. Jackson of the Sierra and San 
Francisco Power Company, Edward 
Whaley of the Northern California 
Consolidated Light and Power Com- 
pany, Albert Caspar of the Vallejo 
Light and Power Company, and 8. 
Walter Coleman of the Coast Coun- 
ties Gas and Electric Company. 

EXECUTIVE SESSION. 

Immediately after tts appointment 
the committee went into executive 
session with the commission. It was 
announced that the prior list might 
be announced tomorrow.

| EXPECTED SOON. 


Amendment to Food Bill is 
Believed Certain. 


Barred by Measure. 


Substitute Presented for the

WASHINGTON, June 11.—Wine 
grape growers in California are face 
to face with instantaneous and com- 
plete prohibition. A poll of the Sen- 
ate shows that Senatcr Jones of" 
Washington, who has put a straight 
prohibition amendment on the food 
production bill as a substitute for 
the Randall amendment, has enough 
votes to pass it. Randall has an- 
nounced that the House would ec- 
cept such an amendment, and it is 
known the President will sign the 


bill. The reason given for the ap- 
parent change of the President is 
the clause in Senator Jones's amend- 
ment which prohibits the withdraw- 
al of any liquor from bonded ware- 
houses during the period of the 


war. 

Under the provision of the bill, as 
it Seems certain now te become a 
law, no grain or fruits may be used 
in the manufacture of intoxicants 
for the period of the war. There is 
no escape from a roll call, and the 
Senators and House members have 
been hearing frem home to such an 
extent that hardly any man in the 
Senate will dare to vote against the 
bill—changed to meet the objections 
of the Food Administration and the 
White House. If there was any 
possibility of passing the bill with- 
out roll call, the wine and beer men 
might have a chance, but no Sen- 
ator has the hardihood to face his 

tuents and explain why wom- 
en have had to save on all kinds of 
breadstuflis when the brewers and 
winemakers have been favored by 
practically unlimited productions. 

That is the reason why the Sen- 
has not been able to kill the 
prohibition rider of the food pro- 
duction bi and any attempt te 
shelve the legisiaticn necessitates a 
roll call.

Indictments were returned by 
the Federal grand jury here recent- 
ly of a group of Hindus and others 
on the charge of attempting to en- 
courage a revolutionary government 
in India from these shores. Das was 
convicted and is serving a sentence 
of twenty-two months at the Me- 
Neil's Island Federal penitentiary, 
in the State of Washington, Ghose 
Was not arrested until the trial was 
nearing its end. He was appre- 
hended after a world-wide search 
Dy New York police officials. Miss 
Smedley was arrested in New York 
at the same time for an alleged 
Violation of the neutrality laws.

As @ result of negotiations that 
have been in progress for the last 
three months, it was announced yes- 
terday by Harry H. Culver of the 
Culver Investment Company that a 
site comprising eleven acres at Cul- 
ver City has been purchased by 
Thomas H. Ince, motion-picture pro- 
ducer, and that a group of bulldings 
to cost about $200,000 will tmme- 
diately be erected there. Mr. Ince 
will move his six companies to Cul- 
ver City as soon as the new studios 
are completed. 

The land acquired by Mr. Ince 
fronts on Washington boulevard and 
is about half a mile nearer to Los 
Angeles than the Triangle studios. 
Mr. Ince paid a cash deposit of $27,- 
600 to close the deal yesterday. It 
is understood to be his intention to 
Gouble his present capacity at the 
new location. The selection of the 
site was made after investigations of 
several other locations that had been 
offered. 

Plans practically agreed upon by 
| Mr. Ince call for the erection of 
some eighteen bulldings, which will 
be grouped in the form of a quad- 
rangle. The giass-enclosed stages. 
laboratories, projecting rooms and 
other equipment will be of the most 
complete and improved kind. Ar- 
chitecturally it is intended that the 
new studios will be eapectally at- 
tractive, and their dimerisions will 
be such that they will be able to 
shelter forty or fifty companies.

ities in Los Angeles. Mr. Winsel 
holds that the Allies Committee, 
composed of consuls of the Alles, 
has this right. Mr. Judah and the 
County Council hold that the War 
Donations has, the right. 
Charges have been hurted back and 
forth for some time, and finally the 
California Loyal League, of which 
Consul Wineel is chairman of the In- 
vestigating Committee, adopted res- 
olutions on June 6 asking the Gov- 
ernor to remové Mr. Judah for ob- 
structing the work of the Allies 
Committee.”

WORE ORGANIZATIONS 
PUT BAN ON HEARST. 


Immanuel Presbyterian Church, Its 
Red Cross Auxiliary and Sons of 
St. George Add to Score. 


HREE more Los Angeles or 
Zanizations yesterday joined 
the long and rapidly-growing 
list of bodies of every Kind which 
have placed the ban of patriotic eon- 
demnation upon William Randolph 
Hearst and his publications. They 
are Immanuel Presbyterian Church, 
which dropped the Los Angeles Ex- 
aminer as an advertising medium 
for its activities, the big Red Cross 
auxiliary of Immanuel Presbyterian 
Church, which refused to allow 
photographs of its work to appear 
in the local Hearst organ, and Royal 
Oak Lodge No. 220, Sons of St. 
George. The latter, at a meeting at- 
tended by the State grand treasurer 
of the order, denounced the Hearst 
papers as unpatriotic and un- 
American and pledged its members 
not to subscribe to or read these 
papers. Its officers declared that 
immediate similar action will be 
asked of all lodges of the order in 
California, 

The resolutions were unanimously 
adopted by a largely attended meet- 
ing of the Royal Oak Lodge Monday 
night at Moose Hall. There were 
several speakers, prominent in the 
British population of Los Angeles, 
who freely declared their views of 
the Hearst attitude. 

Royal Oak Lodge has a member- 
ship of 350. Its officers are: J. D. 
Greene, president; Thomas White, 
secretary; William Henry Jones, 
treasurer; Dr. J. F. T. Jenkins, phy- 
sician; John Topham, J. H. Sim- 
mong and Edward Caswell, trustees.

OS ANGELES’ DISLOYAL STRIKERS. 
Sedition is defined in the Federal War 
Encyclopedia, issued jointly by the State, 
War and Navy departments, as “Language 
or conduct tending towards treason or in- 
surrection.” The Supreme Court of the 
United States has held that it applies to all 
attempts to hinder government work or to 
create strife and dissension within the coun- 
try during the progress of the war. Sedition 
‘is a form of disloyalty, a form that is prac- 
ticed whenever à body of men conspires to 
close down a mill, shop or factory engaged 
in producing material necessary to the suc- 
cessful progress of the war. It is futile for 
the government to lock up Bible students on 
the charge of circulating pacifist literature 
and to tolerate walking delegates who put 
winning a strike before winning a war. 
Sedition raised its helmeted head in Los 
Angeles on Monday when half the employees 
of the Baker Iron Works, one of the most 
important industrial plants in the South- 
‘west, went out on strike. These men had 
been fully advised of the importance to the 
government of the work on which they were 
engaged. The defense of the walking dele 
gates was that no government contracts 
were involved. This argument is fully re- 
Tuted by the authenticated fact that the 
company is furnishing material that is used 
in the shipyards, aviation plants and in 
other government activities. There can be 
no differentiation in fact or in equity be- 


tween a contractor and a sub-contractor 


where government work is involved. 
Open conspiracy on the part of the 


strikers has been fully established. The 


walk-out of Monday was planned with all 
the attention to detail that characterizes 


| the Hun attacks upon Allied positions at 


the front. Walking delegates came here 
from San Francisco and approached the men 
to induce them to throw down their tools 
in a body and in such numbers that it 
would be impossible for the company to 
continue to operate. The men were as- 
sured that they would be immune from 
prosecution by reason of their labor union 
affiliations, that they would have Gompers 
and all his lackeys back of them. Further 
assurance was given that their act would 
be but a part of a general strike which 
would paralyze industry in and about Los 
Angeles to such an extent that all employ- 
ers would be forced to abandon the cause 
of industrial freedom and submit to the 
thralldom of the closed shop. Men who 
chose to remain at work were threatened 
with the “union blacklist.” 

This campaign of coercion was not con- 
ducted, however, with the secrecy that the 
walking delegates sought. The Times 
learned through its corps of news gatherers 
weeks ago that such a strike was pending 
and warned employers, the authorities and 
the public to be prepared to cope with it. 
Not all the employees of the Baker Iron 
Works were to be bullied or bribed into be- 
traying their employers and their country 
in a crisis. The plant was more than 50 
per cent. loyal, and more than half the men 
remained at their posts of duty. Yesterday 
the strikers were scattered about the city 
and the suburbs, trying to create trouble in 
other industrial plants. Boasts were made 
by the strike leaders that labor union bosses 
were on the way here from Saf rancisco 
and Chicago to take charge of the insurrec- 
tion against war production, in which the 
opening shot was fired in the attempt to 
close the Baker Iron Works. 

Secretary McAdoo declared in his tele- 
gram to the walking delegates of the rail- 
road unions that “The government cannot 
be coerced or intimidated by any of its em- 
ployees.“ Yet every workman employed 
either by a government contractor or sub- 
contractor is a government employee. Sev- 
eral hundred strikers are wasting valuable 
time in Los Angeles today and seeking 
through tntimidation and coercion to secure 
enough recruits to their disloyal ranks to 
paralyze industrial activity in Southern 
California. The issue is fairly presented 
and must be met without reluctance. To 
temporize is only to heighten the menace.

Paper is Scarce and Taxicabs are 
Cheap and Soldiers are Safe.

PARIS, May 22.—If the cost of 

living is steep in America, it can 
best be described as abrupt in Paris, 
and the same condition prevails 
more or less throughout France. 

Still, after nearly three years of 
war und gradually ascending prices, 
these people continue to pungle up 
without a murmur. The only beef- 
ing I have yet heard is from Amer- 
leans, some of whom probably re- 
garded this country as a sort of bar- 
—— counter with free love on the 

It was hiated before the war that 
people over here were inclined to 
place. the bee on the American in 
their midst, and other visitors; that 
they derived their sustenance from 
idle tourists upholstered with cur 
rency, and in various ways reno- 
vated them and separated them from 
their worldly goods. 

Whatever conditions may have ex- 
isted then, Americans, whether sol- 
diers or civilians, now get a fifty- 
fifty break or better with the na- 
tives. In fact, if there is any price- 
shaving to be done, or special favor 
shown, the Americans are the re- 
ciplents. True, it costs them more 
to live than the French, because, as 
a rule, they have not developed the 
same habits of frugality. 

In a country where necessarily 
so much is imported, and with ton- 
nage limited and expensive, prices 
naturally advance as the number to 
feed increases. This is one of the 
laws of nature and economics. 


Sustaining life in France was once 
so simple and. inexpensive that the 
change is doubly noticeable. There 


tions could be secured for five francs 
a day. This included bunk and eats 
—everything, tn fact, except tips. 
These prices, of course, were hardly 
a fair sample, usually being for ac- 
commodations in some rather out-of- 
theway place or in stich quarters 
as are frequented by artists and mu- 
sicilans, as on the left bank of 
Seine. 
The first-class hotels, of course, 
were much higher, and today at one 
of these establishments one figures 
‘on from 50 to 60 francs, or from $10 
to $12 a day. The next grade of ho- 
tels will average about 250 francs a 
week. These rates include meals, 
but not tips and extras, and tip: are 
as essential to existence here as the 
breath of life. It is untrue that the 
waiters, porters, valets, te., lay in 
wait for you in dark hallways with 
a sandbag; but they have a subtie, 
artistic way of inducing you to come 
through, which is equally effective. 
It also is untrue that this is the city 
in which tipping was invented. 
Americans are chiefiy to diame. 
They began setting the pace here 
years ago and created the impres- 
sion that passing out money is the 
easiest thing that an American does. 
These meals are not complete, as 
the law does not permit hotels or 
restaurants to serve butter or sugar, 
while some of them also refuse to 
serve cheese. These things vou must 
supply yourself with from the out- 
side, and the cost of them must be 
tacked onto the high price of living. 
It is not unusual to find people at 
very good hotels with a week's sup- 
ply of sugar, butter and cheese re- 
posing somewhere in their room, giv- 
ing to their boudoirs a snappy mer- 
cantile appearance, while the aroma 
of aging dairy products suffuses 
their dreams. During my first week 
here I had a suspicion that my next- 
door neighbor was maintaining a 
milk cow in the clothes closet. 
At the cheaper restaurants a fairly 
satisfying meal can be secured for

People are ad- 
monished by the authorities not to 
waste one scrap of stationery.

So anybody at home receiv- 
ing a letter from France these days

Motoring in Paris is limited 
taxicabs; and, contrary to the laws 
of civilization, a taxi is about the 
cheapest thing to be had here.

Camp 
Representative Here. 


Will Assist Entertainment 


Programmes. 


Permanent Headquarters to be 
Opened at Once. 


Charles Lioy4, representative of 
the War and Navy Department 
Commission on Training Camp Ae 
tivities in Community Organizations, 
arrived in Los Angeles yesterday. 
Mr. Lioyd will establish permanent 
headquarters here for the co-ordina- 
tion of all work now being done for 
the entertainment in this district of 
the men in uniform outside of their 
camps. 

“Within the last three months the 
work of the War Camp Community 
Service has increased threefold,” Mr. 
Lioyd said at the Clark last night. 
“There are now in 260 cities adja- 
cent to national camps and canton- 
ments branches of this service. The 
T. MC. A. and the Knights of Co- 
lumbus take care of the men in the 
camp, but we work for them outside 
the camp, acting as a buffer between 


civilian and soldier, settling all dit- 


ferences amicably and surrounding 
the men in uniform with hospitality. 

“The work at present is not or- 
ganized as it should be. There has 
been established in Los Angeles an 
Enlisted Men's Club, in the Trinity 
Hotel, but the work can be carried 
much farther. Whenever any s0- 
ciety or organization gives a dance 
or entertainment it should send a 
special invitation to the men at the 
different camps and training stations 
in this district through our office. 

“Women's clubs, churches and 
others are sometimes at a loss to 
know how 70 go about inviting men 
and arranging amusements for them. 
I have been sent here especially to 
assist them along that line. I am 
not here to tell the people what they 
must do, but to help direct their ef- 
forts for the best results.“ 

Mr. Lioyd is accompanied by Her- 
bert I. Bennett, who will be his as- 
sistant. Offices have been engaged 
at 620 Ferguson Bullding, Third and 
Hill streets. Persons desirous of ex- 
tending hospitality to men in uni- 
form should give their names to Mr.

NO CUT IN PRICE OF 
WHEAT SUBSTITUTES. 


— — — 


REPORTS OF A PROPOSED RE- 
DUCTION ARE DECLARED 
ERRONEOUS. 

Dispatches from San Francisco, 
stating that wheat-flour substitutes 
such as corn, barley and oats are 
soon to be reduced to the same price 
as wheat flour, have not been cor- 
roborated by the local office of the 
Food Administration. 

When asked about the matter, 
Louis M. Cole, local Food Adminis- 
trator, said: “As yet I have received 


no notice that the Food Administra- 


tion is contemplating a reduction in 
the price of wheat-flour substitutes. 
The only flour which has had a 


price set on it is wheat flour, and 


this was done only after the Food 
Administration had been given the 
right by an act of Congress. 

“It was done primarily in order 
that every pound of wheat could find 
a market, and, through the United 
States Grain Corporation, national 
funds are now being used for its 
purchase. If the government should 
Adopt the same plan with the other 
grains it would mean that the sum 
now at the disposal of the Grain 
Corporation would have to be in- 
creased by millions.” st 

Manufacturers of non and less 
essential food products using sugar 
continue to crowd the office of Rob- 
ert Wankowski, who is in charge of 
the sugar distribution in this dis- 
trict, to file statements of sugar 
needs before June 1% The exten- 
sion of three days for the filing of 
statements has assisted these men 
greatly.
